Appeals and Arguments Before the Inter- 
state Commission, 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The interstate 
commerce commission is being flooded with ap- 
peals for relief, requests for constructions of 
the law and decisions upon hypothetical ques- 
tiops and conundrums ofa bewildering diver- 
sity of character. A majority of those who 
ask for relief find their grievance in the long 
and short haul section, but many protests have 
— received against a suspension of that sec- 

on, 

The New Almader Quicksilver Mining com- 
pany, of California, the largest quicksilver pro- 
ducing concern in the United States, writes 
that its principal market is in New York, 
where it is their productions comes in compe: 
tition with Spanish quicksilver. The present 
transcontinental rates have shut them out of 
the New York market entirely. 

California fruit producers almost daily pre- 
sent disasters threatened to them by the new 
rates. Onthe other band, manufacturers of 
the Pacific coast are protesting energetically 
against a suspension of the feurth section, so 
far as it applies to trans-continental routes. 
An application from the Southern Pacifi: road 
for a suspension of the fourth section was ar- 
gued by counsel this afternoon and the North- 
ern Pacific road made a similar application in 
the afternoon. Counsel for a prominent New 
York shipping firm, which runs a line of ves- 
sels via Cape Horn, was also heard today in op- 
position to a suspension of the fourth section. 

A sionewsre manufacturer of Strasburg, 
Va., complains that since the interstate com: 
merce law went into effect, the roads refase to 
transport his output as heretofore, unless put 
into crates, and at the same time have raised 
their charges about one-half. He says that if 
this continues every stoneware establishment, 
six in number, will be forced to close within 
six weeks. Heasks to be informed “If you 
can’t make soma arrangements to restore the 
former conditions.” 

A sufferer from Mankatoo, Minn., writas to 
the commission that for the last five years the 
people of that vicinity have been paying their 
fares to conductors, thereby making a goodly 
saving. Suddenly the conductors have experi- 
enced a changeof heart and are charging sched- 
ule rates, evidently fearing the effect of the 
new law. He asks the aid of the commigsion 
for a return to the old system. 

Several farmers of Orange county, N. Y., 
representing the farmersand milk producers of 
that county, have sent ina petition setting 
forth that the rates charged by the New York, 
lake Erie and Western railroad company, for 
transporting milk to Jersey City, a distance of 
fifty miles, are unreasonable and unjust. The 
rate charged amounts to 35 per cent of 
the value of the product, with five per 
cent more for ferirage to New York, 
which ismore than is charged upon other 
traffic of like value and no greater risk. The 
charge upon milk from Summit, in New York, 
a distance of 184 miles, is the same as from 
Orange county. In the estimation of the 
petitioners this being no greater for a longer 
than for a shorter distance; it is undue and 
unjust preference to particular persons and 
localities. 

Like complaints are made against the New 
York, Ontario and Western; New York, Sus- 
quehanna and Western, and Lehigh Valley 
and Hudson River roads. The petitioners ask 
such immediate action as shall seem just and 
equitable to the end thatsaid corporation may 
be restrained from continuance of the acts. 

Justice, Bateman & Co., wool commission 
merchants of Philadelphia, in a letter to the 
commission, express the hope that section four 
will not be suspended as regards trans-conti- 
nental lines. The protests against the long 
aud shorthanl, they say, come from parties 
who have heretofore enjoyed the greatest ben- 
efits from cut rates and who have had unfair 
advantage. For instance, they continue, last 
year the merchants of San Francisco had a rate 
of fifty cents per hundred pounds on wool, 
while dealers and growers located several 
hundred miles further east had to pay $3 to $50 
per 100 pouuds, if that wool was shipped di- 
rect to the east. There is wool, they say, now 
in Philadelphia grown in Montana which the 
railroads forced to be sent thence via San 
Francisco, making a haul of 4,000 miles, while, 
if shipped direct, it would have traveled only 
2,000 miles. The object of the discrimination 
was to givethe San Francisco merchants an 
opportunity to exact toll before it reached its 
patural destination. 

Several milling firms at Atchinson Kansas, 
complain that since the law went into effect, 
they have been unable to obtain any satisfac- 
tory settled rates on products of their mills, 
consequently they are obliged to suspend busi- 
ness except for the immediate neighborhood 
and should this state of things continue, they 
say it would work rain to 
the large milling interests of that 
city. Surely it was not intended, they 
add, by our wise Jaw makers to bring ruinon 
the business interests of the country. Can 
anything be done to bring relief? If so, grant 
that it may be done soon, that we may know 
whether we will be able to do business or close 


up. 

PA Schenectady, N. Y., milling firm make 
complaint similar to the above, and say they 
are josing two hundred dollars per day from 
the disturbance of rates and inability te carry 
out previous contracts,

THE RAILROAD WAR. 

CHICAGO, April 21.—Discussions attending 
the payment of commissions by western lines, 
and the boycott of the latter by their eastern 
connections, was revived today by a circular 
received from General Passenger Agent Ford, 
of the Pennsylvania company, exempting the 
St. Paul and Burlington roads from the boy- 
cott. Both the St. Paul and Burlington claim 
to be still paying commissions, The circular 
instructs ticket agents to resume 
the sale of through tickets over 
the Missouri Pacific, Missouri, Kansas and Tex- 
as and St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern 
and to discontinue selling over the Minnesota 
and North Western, at St. Louis, Arkansas and 
Texas, and Texasand St. Louis. Another new 
feature of the situation is that the eastern 
trunk lines have resumed the sale of through 
tickets over the Hannibal and St. Joseph to 
Kansas City and points beyond. 


RAILROAD RUMORS. 


The Richmond and Terminal People and the 
Baltimore and Ohio Deal. 

New York, April 21.—[Special.]—It is ru- 
mored that the Richmond Terminal people 
have again taken interest in the Baltimore and 
Obio deal, It is laughed at in the office of the 
Terminal company, where the story is pro- 
nounced wholly without foundation. It is 
stated on the street that holders of Richmond 
and Danville etock had become tired, having 
found it impossible to boom the stock so as to 
sellitataprofit. It is also said that holders 
were glad to sell out at present prices and were 
overjoyed in finding a purchaser in the person 
of Mrs. Hetty Green, who was buying stock as 
it was offered, and the only reason for the 
stock keeping at the present figure is the de- 
mand of that lady for it.

A COMPLICATED CASE BROUGHT 
TO SIGHT. 


The Divorce Laws of Three Countries Involved—A Wo 
man Twice Divorced-—The Lawyers Puzzied 
to Find Out Who is Her Lawful Hus- 
band—A Rather Singular Oareer. 


KINGSTON, N. Y., April 21.—A complicat- 
ed case of matrimonial..alliance has been 
brought to light through a hearing before 
Judge Parker in the supreme court, chambers, 
on Saturday last. The case came up in an ac- 
tion for divorce brought by William H. Stew- 
art against Annie Stewart. It involves many 
fine points as to the marriage and divorce laws 


‘of three countries— England, Canada and the 


United States. The facts are as follows: 

On February 18, 1876, Annie Towers, a 
buxom English maiden of twenty, was married 
to Charles Tate, at the parish church in the 
parish of St. John’s, Middleborough, county of 
York, England. In 1878 Mrs. Tate brought 
an action of divorce against her husband on 
the ground for adultery. On May 5, 1879, an 
order was entered stipulating, among other 
things, “that the marriage be dissolved unless 
sufficient canse be shown to the 
court why _—itthe said decree should 
not be made absolute within six 
months from the making thereof.” Beforethe 
expiration of the six months the plaintiff came 
to the United States, and drifted to this city, 
where she was slightly acquainted. Here she 
became acquainted with Stewart, and they 
were married on July 2d, 1879. Before the 
marriage she informed him of her marital re- 
lations in England and the divorce proceed- 
ings. Both at that time were under the im- 
pression that the Tate marriage was dissolved. 
A final order in the English divorce was enter- 
ed in January, 1880. After Stewart lived with 
the woman for two yearsand two children 
were born to them, some doubt arose as to the 
English divorce proceeding. She requested 
Stewart to have the marriage ceremony per- 
formed over, but this he refused to do. They 
then separated, and have not lived 
together since. Soon after the 
separation Mrs. Stewart went to the 
province of Ontario, Canada, and on September 
20, 1884, she married one Isaac Aves at South- 


- ampton, in that province, and has since lived 


with him. HerCanadian husband at present 
lives in Stratford, Ontario, and isa wealthy 
stock raiser. He was also madé aware of her 
peculiar matrimonial alliances, 

Stewart has brought his action for divorce 
in the supreme court of this state for adulte 
on account of the defendant’s-relations with 
Aves in Canada. The defendant in her ans- 
wer admits all the factsas regards the marri- 
age and divorce proceedings in England, but 
alleges that she had not in fact been divorced 
from Tate at the time of her marriage to Stew- 
art, and that at the timeshe married Stewart 
ehe was the wife of Charles Tate, who was 
still living. She therefore denies any adul- 
tery with Aves, and asks for a dismissal of 
the complaint §and that judgment enter de- 
— her marriage contract with Stewart 
void, 

The leading question submitted to the court 
to determine is whether the second order en- 
tered in the English court dissolved the mar- 
riage on September 5, 1879, which was six 
months after the first order was entered, or 
whether the second order simply gave effect to 
the first order, and the marriage was dissolved 
when the first order was entered. At all 
events it places the fair defendant in a very 
peculiar position. She is the wife of somebody, 
and who isit? If her marriage in this city is 
declared legal, then her marriage in Canada is 
illegal. The papers in the case were served 
upon her a few days ago whileon a visit to 
this city, where she is at present awaiting the 
decision of the court. 


THE BALD KNOBBERS., 


- One of the Murderers Makes a Confeagsion--- 


The Prisoners Uneasy. 

OzARK, Mo., April 21.—The Knobbers’ situ- 
ation is hecoming more serious each day, and 
the prisoners are beginning to show considera- 
ble uneasiness. Yesterday Charley Graves, a 
prominent member of the midnight raiders, 
entered the confessional and after a long story 
of the raids he had attended, giving the names 
of the men who had accompanied him, He fix- 
ed the murder of George Edens on John Mat- 
thews. On the first assault on Edens’s 
house George was shot down, but not 
killed. After ransacking the house, the masked 
men retired, and George’s mother was holding 
bis head, while he lay on the floor. A man 
appeared at the door and took deliberate aim 
at the wounded man and put a bullet through 
his head, killing him. Graves says he met 
John Matthews coming from the house, and 
beard him say that he was mad because he had 
been wounded in the back of the head, and had 
returned to the house just as the party were 
leaving and finished the work begun on George 
Edens. Parsons, Simons and Will Newton 
want to make confessions to save themselves, 
but the prosecution refuse to accept them, as 
they say they now have enough testimony. 


THE BLACKWOOD CASE, 


Governor Richardson to Issue a Requisition 
for Blackwood and Stone. 

Co_umBriA, 8. C., April 21,—[Special.]—The 
action of Governor Gordon in the Blackwood 
case is thought to be grounded on good prece- 
dents, but it somewhat embarrasses the situa- 
tion. Thesurrender of Blackwood and the 
delivery here of Officer Stone would have set- 
tled the matter. Governor Richardson at- 
taches very great importance tothe case, and 
he now perhaps more exercised than ever be- 
fore. Attorney-General Earle, of this state, is 
here in consultation with the governor. The 
matter was considered at the executive office 
today, but no action was taken. It is proposed, 
however, to use all lawfal means to restore 
Blackwood to bis home till taken by a formal 
requisition from Governor Gordon. A requisi- 
tion will also beissued,for Stone. Public in- 
terest in the affair is not great. 


HAIL STONE STORIES. 


Remarkable Rain and Hail Storms in the 
Southwest. 

RoLiiInG Fork, Miss., April 21.--At 2:15 
this evening, a hail storm passed over this sec- 
tion, the like of which has never been wit- 
nessed here. When the hail first began to fall, 
people thought the roofs were being torn from 
their houses. It hailed steadily for thirteen 
minutes and thousands of hail stones fell that 
were larger than hen’s eggs. Several were 
picked up that measured 5? inches in circum- 
ference and two weighed 44 ounces. Holes 
were knocked in the roofs of houses and trees 
were partially stripped of their foliage. 


Collision on the; Rappahannock. 

BALTIMORE, April 21.—The steamboat, Ma- 
son L. Weems, running between this city and 
points on the Rappahannock river, which leftfhere 
at 4:30 p. m. yesterday, was in collision with the 
scbooner, Joshua Baker, last night off the mouth 
of the Potomac river.

The 
deputy marshal and one of hismen cautiously 
approached the rude shanty, which was reach- 
ed with difficulty, and then suddenly rushed 
upon the surprised distillers. There were 
three— Marion and William Watson aud F. F. 
Marknam. They were taken before Commis- 


sioner Morris aud committed to jail. 


PROHIBITION IN IOWAs 


Governor Larrabee Writes a Letter on the 
Effect of the Liquor Law, 


Des Moines, Iowa, April 21.--Governor 
Larrabee has written aletter in reply to an 
inquiry from the secretary of the Central com. 
mittee of the prohibitory campaign of Texas in 
regard to the workings of prohibition in Iowa. 
The governor says thatin eighty out of ninety- 
nine counties of the state, prohibition is en- 
forced and in the remaining nineteen counties 
it is partly enforced. That no property has 
been depreciated by its enforcement, as saloons 
make room for better and more legitimate 
business. That the enforcement of the law 
has had no noticeable effect upon the popula- 
tion beyond causing the removal from the state 
of some incurable dispensors and perhaps incu- 
rable consumers. The effects of prohibition 
upon the general welfare and habits of the peo- 
ple, he says, are decidedly wholesome. The 
prohibition sentiment is on the increase, and 
there is no doubt that prohibition is an estad- 
lished power in Iowa. 


JUDGE CARTTER’S SUCCESSOR, 


The President Appoints Judge Bingham, of 
Ohio, to the Place. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The president this 
afternoon appointed Edward F. Bingham, of 
Ohio, to be chief justice of the supreme court 
of the district of Columbia, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Chief-Justice Cartter. 
Judge Bingham has for the past fifteen years 
been judge of court of common pleas for the 
Columbus district. In 1881 he was a democratic 
candidate for supreme court judge of the state. 
He wae prominently mentioned for the United 
States circuit judgeship to which Judge Jack- 
son was appointed last year He is a personal 
friend and associate of Allen G. Thurman, who 
warmly recommended his appointment, as did 
all members of the supreme court of Ohio. 


Trouble at Tiffany’s. 

New York, April 21.—Two hundred and 
fifty men refused to accede to the terms of 
Tiffany & Co., large silversmiths of this city, 
and today did not proceed to work. The firm 
posted notices that after 3 p. m. this afternoon 
no man belonging to a union would be recoz- 
nized as a union man. 

A meeting of locked-ont silversmiths was 
held today. A committee was appointed to 
effect an amicable settlement with the mana- 
facturers. It was reported that 700 employes 
of the Gorham Manufacturing company, in 
Providence, and one hundred more employes 
of another company in the same city, had been 
locked out. One man had been blacklisted. 
A man not belonging to the Knights of Labor 
left work at Shiber’s factory with the rest. 
When he went back to work today he was or- 
dered to sign an agreement not to join any 
union hereafter aud he refused.

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OVER THE ARREST OF AN OFFICER 
ON THE FRONTIER. 


A French Commissary Crosses the Line and is Ar- 
rested by German Police—He Knocks Them 
Down and is Rearrested on French Soil 
—Other Interesting Foreign News, 


Paris, April 21.—M. Schnaebeles, special 
French commissary atf Pagny Sur Moselle de- 
pot, has been arrested by the Germans. He 
had received several letters from the German 
police commissioner at Ars, asking him to come 
to that place and confer with him regarding 
the frontier service. He finally agreed to do 
so. While on his way to Ars he was roughly 
seized by the German police and was taken to 
Noveant, from which place he was sent to 
Metz. The Metzer-Zeitung says that Schnae- 
beles’s arrest is due to bis connection with the 
anti-German agitation conducted by the pa- 
triotic league. But the people of Pagny Sar 
Moselle declare this to be entirely untrue, and 
say he had nothing to do with the agitation. 
The incident has thrown the inhabitants of 
Metz and Nancy into the wildest state of excite- 
ment. 

4 p. m.—Rentes were unfavorably affected by 
the arrest of M. Schnaebeles. The market for 
three per cent rentes for account became fiat 
and quotations declined 45 centimes during the 
afternoon, closing at the lowest price. 

Evening—The arrest of Schnaebeles has pro- 
duced a profound sensation, and it is feared 
may le to unfortunate resulis. Le Paris 
callsit another provocation, and asks if Bis- 
marck is seeking a cagus belli. 

The Germans requested Commissary Schae- 
beles to set up one of the posts which mark the 
frontier. The commissary crossed the boun- 
dary and advanced a few yards on German soil, 
when he was seized by German police agents, 
who were disguised in gray blouses. He Enock- 
ed the agents down and escaped back to French 
territory, but he was again seized, handcuffed 
and sent to Metz, where he was placed in prison 
in which accused persons are confined before 
trial. The warrant for arrest emanated from 
the public prosecutor at Metz, who acted under 
inetructions from Strasbourg. The French 
procurator at Nancy has gone to Pagny to in- 
quire into the affair.

THE ECCLESIASTICAL BILL? 


Debate Begun in the Russian Diet—Bis- 
marck’s Threat. 

BERLIN, April 21.—The debate on the eccle- 
siastical bill was begun in the lower house of 
the Prussian diet today. Herr Windthorst, 
clerical leader, declared that the center. party 
would submit to the pope’s wishes and would 


. vote for the bill as it pag#led the upper house, 


and without offering any of the amendments 
which the center had intended to propose ag 
necessary to make the bill entirely acceptable 
to the Catholics of Germany. The center 
party, Windthorst added, would renew the 

ght against the government if at any time 
Catholic interests were affected. 

Bismarck declared that if the bill was re 
jected he would abandon his office as president 
of the ministry of state for Prussia and devote 
his entire time to the service of the empire, 
As, perhaps, he said, a hard external and in- 
ternal struggle ageinst the revolutionary party. 
is imminent I desire first to settle ail tnneces- 
sary internal disputes, 

Herr Richter condemned the bill because, he 
said, the provisions regarding the right of coa- 
firmation and protest by the state in ecclesias- 
tical appointments would promote servility. 
He protested against the action of the pope in 
interfering in elections for membership in the 
reichstag. 

Bismarck declared that Richter was more 
Catholic than the pope, and added: 

It must be admitted that in the eyes of German 
Catholics, the papacy, in result of the elections 
would have been the same with or without the op- 
position of the centrists. The result of the elections 
was not the outcome of anxiety, but the expression 
of ex ration, at the attitude of the opposition 
under Richter. The point at issue was not to com- 
bat a politicl group, but tosecure the preservation 
of the empire from injury and that it desired to 
form a Majority for myself was quite natural, All 
national — should endeavor to meet the curia 
so far as it was compatible with state rights. This 
is feasible by:adopting the present bill as it passed 
the oberhaus. The modifications will increase the 
tr arm arduous task, In all phases of the 

ulturkampfe acted in accordance with m - 
litical convictions, the bill concedes nothing 
that will undergo the state’s authority. 

Bismarck then appealed to members of the 
national parties to not reject the bill. The 
moment was favorable for the conclusion of 
peace in the religious war that had so long 
been waged in Germany. He declared that a 
considerable portion of his influence in Earope 
rested on the confidence manifested in his po- 
litical honesty and trustworthiness by repre- 
sentatives of the German people. 

Herr Virchow opposed the bill as a measure 
tending tostrengthen the pope’s hierarchical 
power. 

Bismarck, in reply to this, observed that 
Virchow opposed him as a matter of principle 
on all great questions He said: 

I never described the May laws as a final insti‘u- 
tion, but always asthe lawsof combat. as is now 
the case with the anti-socialist laws, I have solely 


_ striven to satisfy the lovers of peace among the 


Catholics. I never aimed to keep a portion of my 
fellow-citizens under permanent,pressure, 

Von Gerlach expressed approval of the bill, 
coupled with the wish that greater independ- 
ence might be granted the evangelical church, 

In refuting Herr Richter’s statements as to 
the pope’s meddling in the recent elections, 
Bismarck today remarked that Richter appar- 
ently did not even read papers which he him- 
self wrote or inspired—or he would know that 
in French political circles Rassia’s attitade was 
very carefully watched, and that even with 
most ofthe nationalists papers of Russia the 
question whether France would bea friend or 
enemy ‘in the event of the adoption of any 
particular policy played very important 
part. Richter, continued the chancellor, had 
referred to England with great emphasis which 
was all very well, if his references were cor- 
rect, but before emphasizing them he ought to 
have understood the political situation and re- 
cent events there. 

Prince Bismarck further said there was but 
little doubt that England had a strong desire 
to obtain the pope’s support—first ‘against the 
Fenians and latterly ‘against the Parnellites, 
= indeed no secret had been made of the 

ct. 

The debate was then adjourned till tomorrow. 


Activity Among German Troops. 

BEE in, April 21.—The activity shown in 
military circles during the past few days and the 
fact that large numbers of soldiers have traveled 
over the various railways en route to join their re- 
spective regiments, have given rise to fresh war 
rumors and caused much uneasiness.

In conclusion, he said: That if Mr. Goschen’s 
proposals had been made by him, they would have 
aroused the indignation of the whole country and 
probably have been rejected.

eal thoroughly with the subject. He defended 
his proposals, adding that he would be glad if the 
house should definitely express its wishes with re- 
gard to expenditures for the defense.

EMIGRATION FROM GERMAMY. 


A Report to the Reichstag 
Decrease. 

BERLIN, April 21.—An official report upon 
emigration has been presented to the reichatag. 
It shows that the number of emigrants from 
Germany who through Hamburg, 
Bremen and Stellin, during the year 1883 was 
66,671, or a decrease of over 22,000 from the 
previous year, when 88,900 persons left the 
empire. The report says that, on the other 
hand, emigration from Austria, Hangary, Nor- 
way and Sweden, through the same ports in 
1286 was largely in excess of that of 1535. 
Most of the German emigrants were from the 
farming districts of Prussia. None of them 
went to the African colonies. 

LIVERPOOL, April 21,--Arrivals of emigrants 
en route to the United States have attained - 
such unusual magnitude that many extra 
steamers are being employed to transport them 
hence, the capacity of regular liners being in- 
adequate to the demands for passage.

OTTAWA, Ont., April 21—The house of com- 
mons galleries were packed to overflowing this 
afternoon, when Curran, member for Mon- 
treal, rose to move a resolution expressing pro- 
found regret at the introduction into the im- 
perial house of commons of the coercion bill, 
and protesting against its adoption as being 
subversive of the rights and liberties of the 
queen’s subjectsin Ireland. The resolution 
further expressed the hope that there may 
speedily be granted to [reland snch a measure 
of home rule as is enjoyed in Canada, which, 
while eatisfying the national aspirations of the 
people of Ireland for self-government shall alse 
be consistent with the integrity of the empire 
as a'whole.

THE CLUSTERING MEMORIES OF 
AN OLD GEORGIA TOWN. 


As it Wes, asit is, and Whst it is to Be-Ben Hill’s 
Birth Place—A Race of Fire Old Georgia Gen- 
tlemen~—An Old Cemetery With Only Six 
Graves — The Hillsboro of 1860, 


As the train rolled up. to what will be the 
depot, I gazed out of a window, eager to catch 
my first glimpse of the historic old town of 
Hillsboro. The first object that caught my eye 
was the stars and stripes floating in the brseze 
from a tall flag pole and the big flag wrapping 
itself lovingly about the scarred trank of an 
aged oak, When last that flag float:d above 
these hills Sherman was in command, and the 
sight of that banner waving in vain glorious 
triumph above the smoking ruins of the town 
carried with it consternation and dismay. 

Then the stricken south, too weak to revenge 
and too proud to supplicate, folded her bleed- 
ing arms across her wounded bosom, 
and with bowed head lear ned 
to bear her sorrow in silence. When the 
branches of yon aged oak were being riven 
with leaden rain, the sapling of which the 
flagsteff was fashioned was but an embryo tree. 
Tyres of the old and the new they stood today 
the one bearing the proud emblem, sacred to 
home gud country, which reaches out and em- 
br in its silken folds the ancient tree. 
May it flutter forevermore over this land of 
the leal. ‘ 

Hillsboro was located in the mystic ages of 
the long ago, and in 1824, when Macon was a 
trading post, and Madison, Eatonton and many 
other towns were unknown, Hillsboro was the 
seat of learning patronized by the proudest, 
truest and most honorable people that have 
ever existed on earth. 

I could speak to those ancient oaks and con- 
jure up names from these old pigeon.'holes of 
the past that are emblazoned 
on the pages of the most glorious 
of all histories. Icould tell’ you how Jasper 
county has furnished governors for half a 
dozen great states, and has enough just 
men now living to fill the executive chairs of 
all the rest, including the supreme 
court judges, senators,statesmen in the broadest 
meaning of the word. There, in that old time 
hall of Jearning, “the academy,” some of the 
brightest lights of a generation that will never 
be forgotten shone forth like a warming san of 
promise, only to ascend to the zenith of mor- 
tal fame and finally to sink in the golden glory 
of a perfect day. 

Standing on the hill I looked far tothe 
north, far to the south, eastward, westward— 
allaround I feasted my kindling vision on 
scenes of wondrous beauty, too vast for pen 
of wine to attempt to describe. Great forests 
rising proudly from green and shady valleys 
to the crests of those sun-kissed hills, alive 
with the blood of spring, too delicate for more 
tal pen in its revivifying pu'sations. Leaves 
so shaded in tint that one mist.ok them for 
blossoms just responding to the call of the 
gentle voice of nature, which filled the woods 
and fields with the soft echoes of its idlelic 
whisperings. 

Ah, those swelling fields, where the reaper 
gathers the golden grain in summer, and in 
autumn grows the snowy cotton and Indian 
corn, 

In 1860, Hillsboro boasted a hotel, Masonic 
lodge and half adozen thriving stores, as well 


as the academy, church and a large manufac: 


tory and repair shop, In 1865 her vanquished 
sops and sorrowing daughters watched the 
crumbling ruins of all but the academy, while 
the black smoke ascended upward from this 
mighty sacrifice to the insatiate God of war. 
The ruins remain today, eloquent tokens of 
what the maligners of a brave people would 
term insurrection and rebellion, but what, un- 
der more forcible circumstances would have 
been written in letters of gold asthe sublimity 
of patriotism. 

At the end of the principal street, where the 
toad to Monticello bids adieu tothe road to 
Eatonton, and each goes winding around over 
hill and dale, is a spot that is holy ground. As 
I gazed on the swarthy stones arranged in the 
shape of a parallellogram I thought 

“How firm a foundation ye saints of the Lord,”’ 


Here was the place where the grand old yeo- 
many came to worship the god of benevolence 
and charity and love, with a faithas simple 
and trusting as that of the merry birds who in 
the forest hard by, joined their tender trebles 
to the grand old hymns of thanksgiving that 
welled up from honest souls and gushed from 
brawny throats as pure and unadulterated as 
the water bubbling up in the old spring at the 
foot of the hill. . 

The old cemetery is located there and I think 
there are six gravesin a burial place three 
quarters of a century old, in the heart of a 
populous country. 

“T am eighty-nine years old,” said old grand- 
sire Ezeel, ‘‘and I have lived here for seventy- 
six years.” 

Ilooked the old man over and replied, 
“Well, my dear sir, see no reason why you 
should not hold the position permanently.” 

And it is a fact that nothing dies or rots in 
Jasper county. When a man gets tired of liv- 
ing he removes to another county and commits 
suicide. This good old man is as active and 
jolly asaboy. Herodeten miles to attend 
the celebration this morning and is as fresh as 
at forty. Hismemory has worn out with the 
wear and tear incidentto the development of 
this progressive age, but he has forgotten more 
than Pil ever know and = ig 
still wise in his generation. The 
sunset of his life is as rosy as was the dawn. 

At the top of a steep hill, with a broad plan- 
tation stretching away to the horizon line on 
the right, and a lordly forest standing in pri- 
meval luxuriance on the left, is the Greer 
house, where Ben Hill was born. 

Awed by the glamor and the glory that 
clusters around the history of that knightly 
career, it was with bowed head and bated 
breath that I gazed in reverence on that sacred 
spot and breathed that sainted name. 

Those gnarled and knotted cedars in the 
yard were more blessed by far than I, for they 
had witnessed the boyish sports, and had been 
the mute and attentive listenersto the morn- 
ing song of boyish hopes so soon to peal forth 
in grand and stirring strains of deepest melo- 
dy, while an admiring world looked on and 
applauded. These 8 ing oaks, 
budding out with the promises of 
undying youth in their green 
old age could tell of childish tilts and tourney, 
where the youthfal victor, aflush with triumph, 

ed ont in search of grander deeds to 
accomplish and greater victories to achieve. 
Beneath their sheltering arms were fostered 
those germs of justice and integrity, of honor 
and of right that were to develop into the 
crowning glory of a perfect manhood which 
made Ben Bill the valiant leader, the wise 
counselor and the triumphant champion of an 
oppressed people. 

The old rose bushes are all aglow with fra- 
grant bloom, from which his infant hands 
plucked many a blossom in the long ago.

Decisions Rendered Thursday, April #21, 
1887, 


Clark vs. Fleming, next friend. Trover ad 
bail, from City Court of Macon. Husband. 
and Wife. Parent and Child. Actions, 
Year's 8 rt. (Before Judge Harris.) 
Bleckley, C. J.—1. A man having died while 

in a state of separation from his wife, and 
while under the care and nursing of his father 
and mother, and his effects (of small value) to- 
gether with his only child, about eight years of 
age, having, as @ consequence of his death, 
passe 


d into the custody of his father, such 
eustody was rightful both as to the property 
and the child; and afterwards, when the child 
had passed into the custody of its own mother, 
the child did not have a right of action against 
its grandfather for the property, and an action 
of trover against him brought by the mother ss 
next friend of the child, even if brought after 
demand and refasal, was not maintainable. 

2, The proper mode of obtaining contro] of 
the property and applying it to the use and 
benefit of the child, is by having it set apart 
under 72571 of the Code.

mony the presumption from the note would be 
that he was entitled toan assignment of the 
right when he paid the note. 

2. Tender of the money to the payee, a de- 
mand for the assignment and failure to obtain 
it would have been a good defense to a suit on 
the note after its maturity; and even after 
judgment, such facts would authorize a court 
of equity to enjoin its collection.

Interview With Msjor Morrison, Chief Eagineer of 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern Ratlroad— 
How Work is Progressing and the Gen- 
eral Outlook—Other Athens News, 


ATHENS, Ga., April 21.—[Special.]—Major 
Morrison, chief engineer of the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern railroad, reached the city 
yesterday from a town over the Carolina lines 
of the new road. A reporter interviewed the 
major and extracted the following informa- 
tion: 

‘Have you broken dirt?” was asked. 

“No, but it will bein afew days. Hands 
were set to work yesterday clearing off the 
tight of way on the North Carolina line to get 
ready for the picks and shovels, and as soon as 
the timber is removed, the grading squad will 
step in. We would have broken dirt long ago 
but did not have the line located. We wanta 
first-class road and to secure it we had to take 
the greatest pains to get right grades and 
curves and at the same time make this dis- 
tance as near on air-line as possible.” 

“Iiow much of the route have you located?’ 

‘Only ten miles, enough to start grading on, 
but the engineersare hard at work on the re- 
maining distance, and will have sections lo- 
cated as fast as the contractors want them.” 

‘How are you getting on with the Georgia 
survey?” a 

“Very well, indeed, although it is a very 
rough country. We have a good route from 
Athens to the Savannah river, but are running 
lines to see if it cannot be improved upon. We 
will pass by Colonel James M. Smith’s and 
cross Broad river about the mouth of Beavers 
dam creck.

The best French and 
English critics have had so much to say in 
his favor that his countrymen are now be- 
ginning to study the tangled medley of mys- 
tery and music wrought by this wonderfal 
msn. Not only Poe’s poetry, bat his short 
stories, are beivg{called for on every hand, 
These short stories, by the way, character- 
ized by some forgotten ‘critic as ‘‘a mixture 
of Hawthorne and delirium tremens,’’ are 
among the best of their kind, and those who 
read them for the first time will enjoy a gen- 
uine sensation. 

Now that the bitterness caused by Pve’s 
sharp criticisms has died away,it is well that 
a later generation should call him back and 
review both his career and his works.

Some bogus bonds were issued, and, 
although the treasurer of the state, the late 
Dr, Angier, a consistent republican, but an 
honest man, advertised the fact that these 
bonds were worthless, Clews took charge of 
the issue and managed to dispose of a goodly 
number of the fraudulent securities to his 
dupes.

/ More About Sewerage. 

Worcester, Massachusetts, somewhat re- 
sembles Atlanta, having about the same 
number of inhabitants, a granite base and a 
superabundance of clay. What such a city 
hes done and contemplates doing in the dis- 
position of her sewerage is a matter of in- 
terest to us. 

Worcester has one advan!>e over Atlanta. 
She has a small river i: :o which she has 
conveyed her refuse fora loug time. Butthis 
advantage is now about to be made worth- 
less, because the dwellers in the valley along 
the river declare that they will no longer 
permit water and air to be polluted and 
health endangered by the sewerage of their 
city neighbors. 

So the city engineer of Worcester, after 
taking a trip to Europe to study the subject, 
has made an exhaustive report in which he 
recommends the chemical precipitation plan. 
The engineer found that most of the Euro- 
pean cities used this method, employing 
downward. intermittent filtration as an aux- 
iliary. Irrigation he was satisfied would not 
suit a place like Worcester, and there were 
difficulties also in the way of filtration. 
Chemical precipitation therefore would have 
to be mainly depended upon. 

The estimates show that the proposed 
change in the disposition of sewerage will 
cost Worcester about $432,000 to start with, 
and a running expense of from $22,000 to 
$33,000 a year. With substantial modifica- 
tions, it is evident that these figures could 
be cut down one-half. : 

Sooner or later we must face this problem 
and dispose of it. We have no large rivers 
to receive our sewerage. We cannot throw 
it out in every direction over our suburbs, 
Downward filtration by itself is not suited 
to our situation. The plan suggested by the 
Worcester engineer appears to be our only 
way outof the difficulty. It cannot hart us, 
and it may benefit us to look into it.

Acquittal of a Man Who Killed Another 
Shooting ata Can Upon His Head, 
From the New York World. 


The second trial of Theus Taylor, of Mer- 
rick, L. I., on a charge of manslaughter in the sec- 
ond degree,in having killed Thaddeus Griffin 
while shooting at a tin can upon the latter’s head, 
at Norwood, L. I., April 15, 1886, ended yesterday 
in the Queens county court, Long Island City, and 
resulted in his acquittal, just one year after the 
tragedy occurred. 

Taylor was a gentleman farmer and was a crack 
shot. Griffin was his hired man. Both were mar- 
ried men, each havingtwo children, but it was 
stated upon. the first trial that they frequently 


_ went off on debsuches ttogether, and on one of 


there occasions they became acqnainted with the 


toa clump of woods near Norwood, where they 
a‘'elunch. Then they went toa neighboring t«y- 
ern, and, as Reza was drinking a glass of wa‘er, 


Taylor pulled his revolver, aud jokingly threat- } 


ened to puta holein it. Griffin, however, heid 
out his glass and told Taylor to shoot atit. Tayior 
did so, and his bullet shattered the glass. He re- 
peated this, and shot coins from Griffin’s fingers. 
As they were leaving Griffin placed a tin can on 
his head and invited Taylor to shoot at it. The 
expert aimed and fired, and the hired man fell for- 
ward with a bulletin his brain. He was driven to 
Hempstead, where he died some hours afterward. 
Taylor suriendered himself to the authorities. His 
first trial was ended July 9th, and he was found 
guilty of manslaughter in the second degreeia the 
Queens courtat Long Island City. The case _was 
appealed, and the second trial ended yesteriay 
with the above stated result. 

Taylor, who was nicknamed “doctor” by those 
who knew him, has a fortune estimated at $200,000, 
leit him by his mother, who, it is said, was closely 
rejated to the family of Edward Morgan, Jr. 


THE NEW MINISTER TO AUSTRIA. 


General Lawton in New York and Talks of 
His Appointment, 
From the New York World. 

General Alexander R. Lawton, of Savannah, 
Ga., the newly appointed minister to Austria, was 
seen yesterday by a World reporter atthe New 
York hotel. The general isa man of fine personal 
appearance, and, although sixty-six years old, the 
burden of life seems tosit lightly upon his shoul- 
ders. He is slightly below the medium height, 
wears a full beard, which is somewhat gray, and 
has dark kindly eyes. To thereporter yesterday he 
said: “Whatthe World publisued about my ap- 
pointment and myselris entirely correct. It is per- 
fectly true that I deelined the Russian mission of 
my own free will, Although the president aud 
the attorney general stood by me very handsomely 
Ithoughtit best forthe administration not to ac- 
cept the position.”’ 

“Will you accept the present appointment?” 

“Yes; I have decided that I will. The appoint- 
ment, for the moment, was a great surprise to me. 
I had no idea it was to be made. My going to 
Washington had nothing to do with it, so far as I 
knew. I went there solely to argue acase in the 
supreme court. As I was going to court some one 
told me that I was to have the Austrian mission, 
andthat Secretary Bayard would like te see me. 
Of course I went and met Mr. Bayard and the 
president. Without any preliminaries the secre- 
tary said: ‘The president wishes you to be our 
minister to Austria, and hopes you will accept at 
once.’ I said: ‘Give mea little time to think it 
over and I will send you my answer.’ I then went 
back to the supreme court and argued my cate. 
Then I Jeft at once for this city, having a little 
business to attend to. I arrived Saturday, and now 
amon my way home.”’ 

“When will you leaye for your new post, gen- 
eral?’’ 

“It depends on many things and I have not fully 
decided. It will certainly be as soon as Mr. Phelps 
or Mr. Pendleton reached theirs, but not 89 soon as 
Mr. Straus. He broke the record. The iaw dis 
tinctly states that a minister is allowed thirty days 
in which to accept and receive his instructioas. I 
think I will leave inside the limit. Lamgoing home 
now a8 fastaslcan. Being the attorney of a raili- 
road there are many thingstosettle. By the way, 
I think the president has shown most com- 
mendable judgment in making the appointyent 
when he did. All the talk about this one and that 
one going to be appointed Austrian minister was all 
bosh. The president never thought of appointing 
any one until now. It was always said that he had 
his man in view, but hid away. It was not so, 
however. He simply stood on his dignity and 
bided his time. While the country pouted he let it 
pout. He waited until the new Austrian minister, 
Dr. Schmidt von Tavera, was presented to him last 


week. And even then he did not get up before | 


breakfast and rush off an appointment. He quietly 
took his time and the appointment came in due 
searon.”’ 

Gencral Lawton will be accompanied only by his 
wife. His three children are all married. In addi- 
tion to the positions held by General Lawton that 
were mentioned in yesterday’s World, he was, soon 
after the outbreak of the late war, appointed 
quartermaster-general of the confederacy. 

‘‘You well know,” he said yesterday, ‘‘that the 
southern quartermaster did not have as easy a time 
asthe northern, Our porte were blockaded and we 
had no field like the north to draw our supplies 
from. I am prouder of my achievements at that 
time than anything else in my life.’’

A SWAMP MYSTERY. 


A Story of the Burnside Expedition. 
Frem the New York Graphic. 

The summer of the year 1562 was partica- 
larly boton the coast of North Carolina. It even 
did something to counteract the more destructive 
heat of the civil war. : 

General Burnside had captured a long reach 0: 
the seaboard, and had established his headquarters 
at Newbern. No battles followed very soon. nor 
any stormstospeak of, but the army ancl the 
weather were fast getting into a high state o: , pre- 
paration for either kind of event. 

There were union troops at Fort Macon and 
Morehead City, not many milesup the coast froi 
Newbern, and much pay was due them. 

The money came down from the north in July, 
and a couple of paymasters received orders to go 
at once and deal it out to the men. 

Before the war arailway had been constructel 
from Newbern to Morehead City. Its rails were 
stil) there. but all its roiling stock, with the excep- 
tion of one handcar, had gone into the interior of 
the state. The viaduct was only just wide enough 
tocarry the rails, and much ofits course was 
through aswamp whose dense bushes were now 
luxuriantly reaching out as if they meant to Cap- 
ture the track before the end of the season.

Thomas Gay, colored, was tried for selling 
whisky about the streets. He was acquitted by the 
jvry in short order.

THE CAR ACCOUNTANTS CON VEN- 
TION. ; 
A A Ot eae 
It Recemm nde the Adoption of a Low Per Diem Bate 
and 4180 @ Decreased Mileage Rate-—Proba~ 
bility thatthis System Will be Adopted 
by the Managers, Etc, Ete, 


The annual convention of the International 
Association of Car Accountants, which came to 
an end yesterday, was the most successful in 
the history of the association. 

For several years it has been the aim of 
those connected with the car departments of 
the railroads of the United States and Canada 
to arrive at some definite conclusion concerns 
ing the relative merits of the per diem and 
mileage systems of making freight charges, 
but at no previous convention had the car ac- 
countants been able te accomplish any real re- 
sults. The Atlanta convention, however, 
took up the question in earnest, and the result 
is most gratifying to all concerned. While 
the action taken may not exactly moet the 
views of all the members, the majority of those 
present—yes, a great majority—heartily in- 
dorsed the recommendations of the per diem 
committee, and all are heartily glad that def- 
nite results have been attained. 

The success of the association’s e fforts in this 
respect are very largely due to the faithfal 
work of the committee which had been appoint- 
ed to consider the per diem ~question. This 
committee consisted of E. G. Squire, of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincey, one of the 
pioneer members of the associstion, and one 
who has made an especial study of the per 
diem qnestion; Mr. - G. Wattson, 
of the West Shore; mes Oh oe 
Cannon, of the St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Manitoba; Mr. C. J. Fellows, of the Cleve- 
land, Columbus. Cincinnati and Indianapolis, 
and Mr. G. K. Cooke, of the New York, Like 
Erie and Western. These gentlemen, after 
spending two days in the consideration of the 
various branches of the subject, presented a 
report favoring the “‘mixed” plan and making 
the following 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

First—That the present mileage rate be reduced 
to one-half cent per mile, and that a per diem rate 
of 15 cents a day be added, 

Fecond—That the rate on four-wheeled cars 
shall be one-quarter ceut per mile and 744 cents 


r day. 

Third—That the per diem charge begin on the 
date of delivery, but no per diem charge shall be 
paid on any cars received and delivered on the 
same date. 

Fourth—Days to be counted from one date to an- 
other, i. e., a carreceived April Ist and delivered 


a on April 10th, nine days. 


Fifth—Line cars shall not be subject to per diem 
charge except on roads not in the Line. When 
desirable, arrangements can be made with Line 
managers to hold Line carson any road exempt 
from the _ diem charge. 

Sixth—Per diem rate not to be allowed on ¢ars 
of private car companies. 

eventh—Per diem on cars switched by one road 
foranother for the purpose of receiving or dis- 
charging Jading shall be paid by the road for 
which the switching is done. 

Eighth—Per diem should be paid on carsin 
shops, and on cars destroyed until date of notice 
to owners authorizing bill for settlement. 

Ninth—The adoption of a junction report toown- 
ers of foreign cars which shall show the numbers 
of cars delivered at connections, with date of re- 
ceiptand the numberof days for which the per 
diem rate will be allowed.

This report was taken up section by section 
and carefully considered. Each section was 
explained by come member of the committee

cars which under the present system, it is 
ciaimed, cannot when empty be used upon the 
return trip as other empties are used, but are 
hauled back over foreign roads without bring: 
ing to those roads any revenue in any shape 
whatever. A distinction is made, however, bo- 
tween private car companies and car trust com- 
panies. The car trust is, as Mr. Squire ex- 
plained, in the nature of a mortgage, and so 
long as the railway companies 
fulfil their contracts with the car trust 
people the cars are the property of the rail- 
way companies. Messrs Hoyle, Wattson, Fel- 


ed the section. 

Mr. Spalding moved that it be stricken out, 
but his motion was lost by a vote of nine to 
thirty-six. The section was thenladopted. 

The seventh and eight sections were unani- 
mously adopted. There was considerable 
discussion over the ninth, there being quite 
a divergence of opinion as to the proper way 
to keep per diem records, but the section was 
finally adopted in its present shape. The reso- 
lution was then adopted as a whole.

Several 
other propositions were made, but it was 
finally determined to add to the committee 
already appointed to attend the time conven- 
tion those members of the per diem committee 
not already on the other committee. This makes 
the committee to wait upon the time conven- 
tion consist of Mr. Hoyle, ex-officio chairman, 
Mr. Blakeslee, Mr. Wattson, Mr. Cooke, Mr. 
Squire, Mr. Fellows and Mr. Connor.

The business of the convention having come 
to an end, Mr. Wattson, after several efforts te 
be heard, suggested that when an adjournment 
was taken, it be taken subject to the call of the 
president. This was done, as he explained, for 
the reason that, in all probability, the conven- 
tion’s recommendations upon the per diem 
question would be indorsed by the general 
managers and would be put in effect before the 
end of another year. This being the caso, it 
might be necessary for the car accountants to 
meet before the time fixed for the next an- 
nual convention. The convention indorsed 
Mr. Wattson’s views, and at 1 o’clock was de- 
clared adjourned until the third Tuesday of 
June, 1888, unless sooner called together by the 
president.

A HORSE THIEF, 


OR RATHER CHARGED WITH BE- 


ING ONE. 


A Negro Man Arrested and Oarried Back to Carters- 
ville, Where He is Charged With Stealing Sev- 
eral Horses—How the Theft Was Detect- 

ed and How He was 


John Henderson, a large, athletic negro, oc- 
cupied a cell in the city prison all day yester- 
day and up to midnight last night, when he 
was taken to the Western and Atlantic train, 
upon which he started to Cartersville in care 
of two officers. 

Henderson was arrested yesterday morning, 
and is charged with horse stealing. 

Withix the past four weeks several horses 
and mules have been stolen from citizens in 
and near Cartersville. The thief always man- 
aged to cover his tracks so successfully that all 
efforts to trace him failed. The frequency of 
the visits and the cleverness with which the 
work was done, bas created quite a feeling 
among the Bartow ceunty people. Oa the 
night of the 29th of March last the gang 
called upon Cartersville, and stealing. a fine 
horse from Benjamin Akerman and a 
mule from a negro, Jeft. The next morning 
when the theft became known the people 
grew almost wild, and threatened all kinds of 
punishment upon the thief, but, as usual, no 
thief could be found. On Tuesday morning 
last Mr. Akerman went to his stables aud 
fuund that another horse—a fine gray pony— 
bad been stolen during the previous night. 
Immediately after Mr. Akerman discovered 
his loss Mr. George Hayden ascertained that a 
large bay horse had been stolen from him, 
The double theft following so quickly upon the 
one of the 29th again aroused the people, and 
the country for miles around was scoured, 


Postal cards were printed and sent out on the - 


first mails. By noon one telegram was re- 
ceived by Mr. Akerman from Big 
Shanty, stating that a negro riding 
a bay horse and leading a= gray 
pony bad passed through that place about day- 
light. The description given in the telegram 
induced Mr. Akerman to believe that these 
were the horses stolen from Cartersville. Im- 
mediately after receiving the iuformation Mr. 
Akerman, accompanied by a friend, mounted 
and started in pursuit. At Big Shanty they 
hesrd of the two horses and gnuickly became 
satisficd that they were on the right track. 
Leaving Big Shanty the two gentlemen heard 
of tke horses frequently. Finally they 
reached the Chattahoochee river, and from the 
ferryman ascertained that a negro had crossed 
Tuesday evening late with the two horsés. It 
was far in the night when the gentlemen 
crossed the river, but they determined to push 
on into Atlanta. They reached the city early 
yesterday morning, and going to a stable to 
put up their tired horses encountered Patrol- 
men Cason and Hadley, to whom they made 
known their loss, describing atthe same time 
the horses. 

On Tuesday noon when Patrolmen .Cason 
and Hadley went off duty and started home, 
they meta negro on Marictta street riding a 
horse and leadinga pony. The outfit suited 
the description given by the Carteraville gen- 
tlhmen. Believing that they had a clew to 
the thief,the patrolmen called at police head- 
quarters and reported the case to Captain Crim, 
their commanding officer. The captain brought 
it to the attention of the chief of police, by 
whom he was instructed to investigate. Tak 


' ing with him the two patrolmen who had seen 


the negroes and the horses the captain began 
searching the wagon yards. On Peters strest ho 
heard of a negrotrying to sell a gray pony 
and finally found the pony in the possession of 
a Mrs. Jones, residing on Haynes street, near 
Peters, who had purchased it from a negro for 
$20. The pony was identified by Mr. Akerman 
as the one stolen from him, and the negro from 
whom Mrs. Jones bought answered the de- 
scription given by persons along the road who 
had seen thenegro and horses. The pony was 
turned over to the officers and placed in a 
livery stable. They then began searching for 
Mr, Hayden’s horse, and found him 
in Moses’s livery’ stable, on Ivy 
street. Mr. Moses had traded two ponies for 
the horse, receiving fifteen dollars in the trade. 
Later the officers came upon a negro trying to 
sella pony. The pony was one Mr. Moses had 
sold and the negro was the one with whom Mr. 
Moses had traded, The negro was arrested and 
conducted to the city prison, where he gave his 
neme as John Henderson. After finding the 
two ponies Captain Crim returned them to Mr. 
Moses, getting in return the horse and fifteen 
dollars. 

Henderson is decidedly a better appearing 
negro than the majority of his race. He was 
well dressed, had some money, and knew just 
how to talk. After being locked up he was 
— closely and, among other things, 
said: 

“I am no horse thief and the officers have 
made a mistake. I have been dealing in horses 
and cows for five years, and made my living 


‘by swapping and trading. If thieves imposed 


- ee sold me stolen horses, it was not my 
ault,’ 

“Did you get the horses in Cartersville?” he 
was asked. 

“Well, while it is none of your business,” he 
answered, “I’ll say yes, I did. You see I al- 
ways travel around and trade from that place. 
I bought the two horses from a party in Car- 
tersville,”’ 3 

The arrest of the negro and the recovery of 
the two horses induced the Cartersville gen- 
tlemen to believe that they had found the man 
who had been doing all the stealing in that 
neighborhood. He wasconfronted with the 
charge but deniedit. Daring the day he 
stated that he had six hun- 
dred dollars in bank in Augusta. 
Chief of Police Connolly at once telegraphed 
Augusta about it and later in the day received 
an answer saying that Honderson had sixty 
dollars in bank. The two gentlemen carried 
Henderson back to Cartersville last night. Af- 
ter the prisoner had been put on the train Cap- 
tain Crim said: 

“That is a good catch sure, and Casen and 
Hadley deserve a reward. That negrois from 
South Carolina, and is a horse thief by occupa- 
tion. He has stolen a dozén horses from Bar- 
tow county and has never been suspected. He 
steals cattle too, andd know where he has dis- 
posed of two fine cows for whom I can find no 
owner. The ferryman atthe river has put 
him over time and time again within the past 
three years, and every time he had new stock, 
eometimes horses, sometimes mules and some- 
times cows.”

bottoms, hospital beds, crib — folding bed 
springs and ilar articles of furniture in that 
line. Also to manufacture and sell thia or light 
mattresses, which form a part of this new method 
of supplying the public with improved bed bottoms 
and similar erticics. 

2. Thatin the manufacture of bed springs and 
other articles of furniture in that line, said com- 
pany has adopted very simple but substantialiy 
perfect methods of mechanical construction, hay- 
ipg among several other advantages, a knock 
down frame for shipping or handling.

Death of Two Estimable Ladies--A Peculiar 
Fact. 

The funeral of the late Mrs. Goldsmith, wife 
of Major Turner Goldsmith, occurred on 
Wednesday, the interment being at Oakland. 
Mrs. Goldsmith wasa remarkable woman, and 
at the time of her death was 74 years of age, 
while her husband, who survives her, has at- 
tained the venerable age of 84.

A UNIQUE CELEBRATION 


AT THE FI®ST METHODIST CHURCH 
LAST NIGHT, 
IRR ar rca A oo aOR 


The Breaking Down of the Religious Wall in China 
Duly Acknowledged by the Christians in Amer- 
ica—Atianta Takes the Initistive and 
Celebrates the Event, Btc., Bic. 


A unique celebration ecsurred last night in 
the First Methodist church. The members of 
this church and those of several other churches 
in the cityeassembled to celebrate a wonderful 
victory which Christianity has lately achieved 
in China. The emperor of China recently pro- 
mulgated an edict that throughout his empire 
from this time henceforth his subjects shall be 
permitted to enjoy the fullest religious liberty. 
His proclamation was circulated in all parts of 
his kingdom, and the missionaries hailed it 
with delight. 1t was regarded throughout the 
civilized world as a most remarkable thing for 
the ruler of the “flowery kingdom” to do, and 
it is looked upon as a wonderful triumph for 
the cause of Christ. 

The ladies of the various missionary societies 
of Atlanta decided to celebrate the event in a 
manner befitting its importance. They arrang- 


ed the details of last night’s meeting. The — 


church was beautifully decorated with flowers 
avd evergreens. A large floral panel was 
pailed upon the front of the choir loft, in full 
view of the large congregation. Upon this 
panel werg worked in large green letters these 
words: “What Hath God Wrought.” Pots of 
rare flowers were placed around the pulpit, 
and the gas posts were wrapped in evergreens 
and roses. These flowers emitted a fragrance 
which penetrated the atmosphere throughout 
the church. : 

Dr. H. C. Morrison, Dr. W. H. Potter, Dr. 
Strickler, Dr. Eddy, Dr. Glenn and Dr. Parks 
occupied seats in the pulpit. Dr. Morrison pre- 
sided and introduced the speakers in his usual 
felicitous style. 

The choir, under Professor Sumner Salter's 
direction, rendered a number of soul-awaken- 
ing pieces. Professor Snow, of the First Bap- 
tist church, assisted in the opening anthem. 
The music was all that could be desired. 

The first speaker was Dr, Strickler, pastor of 
the Central Presbyterian church, who explained 
the significance of the event which the crowd 
had assembled to celebrate. He adverted to 
the marvelous advance in civilization which 
this edict of the Chinese emperor worked. He 
spoke of the vastness of the celestial empire 
and dilated upon the advantages which must 
accrue to the millions of Chinese because of 
this noble action of the emperor, Dr. Strick- 
ler’s remarks were brief, but they were enter- 
taining and instructive. 

Dr. W. H. Potter was the next speaker. He 
began by saying that doubtless the people who 
had met to join inthe celebration desired to 
have some information about the event they 
were celebrating. He would, therefore, en- 
lighten them by reading a translation of the 
emperor's proclamation, which had been sent 
him by his friend, the Rev. A.O. Parker, a 
Cistinguished missionary in China, sent there 
by the Methodist church. Thereupon Dr. Pot: 
ter read this paper: 

In view ofthe recent troubles of the inlands 
missionaries, the emperor has issued and circulat- 
ed throughout the empire, a very hopeful procla- 
mation. The following isa very hasty translation 
of the same, made by Rey. A. O. Parker, as we 
were journeying from Soochow to Shanghai: | 

‘‘From the time of the establishment of commer- 
cial relations between Chinaand foreign countries, 
several tens of years have elapsed. During this 
time the members of the Catholic and Protestant 
churches haye rented houses and dwelt in the 
country and traveled about preaching their doc- 
trines, which is all in accordance with the treaty. 
Their only object is to exhort man to the practice 
of virtue, and they do not in any way interfere 
with the welfare of our people. Neither do the 
common people who are members of those 
churches become seditious persons and violators 
of the law, and hence do not come within the | ons 
hibitory statute against secret societies. All of us 
Chinese officials, merchants, literatiand common 
people, each abiding in his allotted sphere and 
attending to his own business, and not seeking to 
overreach others, seeing that we are embraced 
within the guardianship and protection of the im- 

stial government, should not become doubtful 
nd suspicious of the Catholics and Protestants and 
seek toprevent them from residing on our soil. 
Nevertheless there is stilla want of harmony be- 
tween the people and the churches, and difficulties 
have recently arisen in consequence. Atfirst these 
difficulties were only of a trifling nature, growing 
out of slight misunderstandings and mutual dis- 
likes, but increasing gradually till the church 
members on one s de and the foolish com- 
mon people on the other became set in 
their mutual distrust. Then one or two meddle- 
some fellows came forward to stir up and increase 
the strife, and the rogues and idlers of the locality 
seeking occasion for thieving and robbery .in con- 
fusion and riot, joined the mob and increased the 
disturbance. hen, when serious damage was 
done, and the matter could not be settled, those 
base fellows would deny having had anything to 
do withit. But the localofiicials, receiving orders 
to investigate the matter, were obliged to make 
searching inquiry as to the authors of the dis- 
turbance and punish them, sometimes by corporal 
punishment, or in severer cases by the confisca- 
tion of the offender’s property. In this way very 
many have been led to take part in such disturb- 
ances, and great numbers have suffered in conse- 
quence, This is truly lamentable. 

“On account of this, the great officials have been 
ordered by imperial edict, dated Kwangsu, tenth 
year, seventh month, seventh day. to protect 
throughout all the provinces, and at all times, all 
the churchesin their several jurisdictions, and 
prevent disturbance and riot. 

“In accordance with this decree we have ordered 
ail the minor officials within our jurisdiction to 
obey, and we do moreover hereby notify all classes 
of age are civil and military, within our jurisdic- 
tion, that you ought to know and understand the 
fbn ee and peopleinthe aforesaid churches 

ving together with you in the land, should re- 
ceive the same treatment that guests receive of 
their hosts. And in the ordinary affairs of life po- 
liteness and forbearance is of the first importance. 
If difficulties arise which cannot be settled by the 
parties concerned, the only proper thing to do is 
to appeal to the iocal officials and have the matter 
thoroughly examined and justly decided. These 
officials have full power to settle such matters. Be 
careful, and do notina fit of momentary anger 
allow yourself to fallintothe net of the law. I 
am well acquainted with the relations of Chinese 
and foreigners, and of the common people with the 
church members, and am not afraid to take the 
trouble to investigate toarrive at aclear under- 
standing of any matter. And this, notonly witha 
view to protect the churches aforesaid, but mere 
ae teeter to the welfare of my people. Let every 

ather command his son, and every elder brother 

exhort’ his younger brother to abate their anger 
and cease strife, and turn forever fromtheir evil 
way and thusavoid bitter repenti hereafter. 
This is what I most earnestly nope. Respect this, 
a special proclamation, given the fifth day of the 
tenth moon of the fifteenth year of the reign of 
Kwangsu.”’ te 

Dr. Eddy delivered the closing address, 
which was really beautiful. At the close of 
his remarks Dr. Morrison thanked the ladies 
for the admirable manner in which they had 
arranged the details of the celebration. Taen 
the long-meter doxology was sung and the 
meeting came to an end.
